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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the prior art fails to disclose an 
automatic disabling means preventing the hose from being removed. This argument is not persuasive because laciofano discloses a 
means to prevent a hose from being removed from a reel, col. 1 . lines 36-41 . Therefore, the combination of Lee et al. in view of Sepke 
and laciofano et al. would provide for a vacuum cleaning system with a reel, wherein the reel can prevent hose from being removed from 
it. Applicant argues the prior art fails to disclose a locking means for preventing the hose from being withdrawn or a control means for 
disabling the locking means. This argument is not persuasive because Lee et al. discloses storage of the hose in a box with a lid. It is 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide locking means to storage spaces that are accessible to a drive or occupant, for 
instance the glove compartment. The control means for disabling a locking means of a storage space, for example, a glove compartment, 
is a key. The key is located in the ignition , therefore 'being located on an internal surface that is wjthin the driver reach zone'. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a lock and control means for the lid of the box of Lee et al. to prevent 
children from gaining access to the contents.. 
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
